LONDON The Soviet Em¬ 
bassy bolted its doors to visi¬ 
tors Friday and brushed aside 
allegations it was involved in 
large-scale espionage in Bri¬ 
tain 

'll is nothing*, it is noth¬ 
ing," said an embassy spokes¬ 
man. He emerged briefly to 
meet newsmen after the Brit¬ 
ish government announced it 
was expelling 90 Soviet of¬ 
ficials for spying and barring 
die return of 15 others. 

"We are working as usual 
and we are not worried at 
all." the spokesman said. 

Then he ducked back behind 
the big wooden doors of the 
old three-storey, castle-like 
mansion in fashionable Ken¬ 
sington Palace Gardens. 


Key Spy Officer’s Defection 
Cracks London-Based Ring 


Earlier in the day. the Brit¬ 
ish foreign office said a Soviet 
secret police officer had de¬ 
fected to Britain blowing the 
lid off a huge London-based 
spy network. 

The 90 have been ordered to 
leave Britain within two 
weeks. The other 15. already 
abroad and probably in the 


Soviet Union, mil not be al¬ 
lowed to return to Britain. 

It was the most drastic dip¬ 
lomatic expulsion in memory . 
The Sov iet Union may retali¬ 
ate against British diplomats 
in Moscow and relations be¬ 
tween die two countries could 
turn cold 

But British officials said 


that because their action had 
become a public spectacle, 
they did not expect the Sovi¬ 
ets to retaliate against British 
Embassy staff in Moscow. 
Tliere are 78 British officials 
in Moscow. 40 of them diplo¬ 
mats. 

Thr exasperated British 
government felt it was high 


time the network was 
smashed. 

Counter-intelligence agents 
had known for years diat the 
bloated Soviet embassy staff 
of 550 had been conducting in- 
i e 11 i g e n c e work. Twice 
Foreign Secretary Sir Alec 
Douglas-Home ’ wrote Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro¬ 
myko asking him to reduce 
staff numbers and stop some 
of their obvious espionage at¬ 
tempts. Both letters were ig¬ 
nored. foreign office officials 
said. 

Earlier this month an uni¬ 
dentified Soviet secret police 
officer, from the KGB, decid¬ 
ed for some unknown reason 
to switch sides and ask for

MASCOUCHE, Wue. <CP» Six bandits, 
two of them women, carried out a smooth 
combined o|>eration at the police station and 
credit union here Friday, although one of 
them was shot by a local resident as they 
fled. 

Police said the six drove into town Friday 
morning and split Into two groups. One group 
went to the police station, hendcuffed the of¬ 
ficer on duty and ripped the telephone from 
the wall. 

The other group went to the credit union, 
cut phone wires outside, and robbed the 
union of S3,000. 

The six then met outside and escaped In 
three cars earlier reported stolen 


During thr flight, one of the robber* shot 
ai a local resident, who ran into his nearby 
house, grabbed his shotgun and fired at the 
getaway car. He gave chase in his car, firing 
several shots, but lost the bandits on winding 
roads. 

He then returned to the police station and 
freed the police officer. 

The wounded robber was found later in 
I.aval. a Montreal suburb, slumped over the 
car seat and bleeding from the head. He was 
taken to hospital and police said they think it 
unlikely he will live.

Trade Minister Waldo Skillings said Friday he 
thinks it might be a good idea if the city of Victoria 
sought advice — and possibly even financial aid — 
from the Capital Improvement District Commissi (At 
in connection with the proposed Reid development 
on the waterfront. 


Three Victoria aldermen 
available for comment Friday 
night said Skillings’ sugges¬ 
tion should be considered by 
city council. 

Skillings, speaking in an in¬ 
terview. said. his suggestion 
was strictly a personal view 
and lie didn’t intend to involve 
himself politically in the ques¬ 
tion. 

"As lar as I’m concerned 
the people of Victoria elected 
a city council, elected 
member* of the legislative 
Assembly and elected 
members ol Parliament to 
represent them in specific 
areas," Skilling* said. 

lie said he considered the 
waterfront development mat¬ 
ter one belonging to city coun¬ 
cil and that he had full con¬ 
fidence Mayor Courtney Had¬ 
dock and his council could 
deal with it. 

"On a personal basis, 
though. I think they might be 
well advised to seek the ad¬ 
vice of the CIDC," he said. 

He said thc commission had 
provided sound advice many 
times for municipalities and 
had helped financially with 
many important projects. 

On a provincial basis, it is 
the only commission of its 
kind, lie said. A federal com¬ 
mission deals with the city of 
Ottawa. 

"It might well be that the 
commission would make rec¬ 
ommendations on this matter 
and it could lie that they 
would also be willing to s|>end 
a little money." lie said. 

T*he CIDC was formed in 
1956 for the purpose of im¬ 
proving thc beauty of south¬ 
ern Vancouver Island, rough¬ 
ly everything south of the Ma- 
lahut. 

Under tJie chairmanship of 

J. E. Brown, wl*) is also the 
chairman of the B.C. Housing 
Management Commission, the 
commission numbers 11 
members, and includes Mayor 
Courtney Haddock of Victoria.

to do about it? I'm not going 
to run them over." 

A few of the foot passengers 
did run them over. They made 
up a good part of the 307 
aboard the Princess Mar¬ 
guerite. Most went along an 
unblocked route that can be 
followed on foot. Others 
picked their way carefully 
through the sitting protesters. 

But now and then an an¬ 
noyed passenger marched 
over the sitting young people, 
hurting the occasional finger 
and scattering signs that said 
thing like: Ban the Bomb . . . 
A Bad Mistake . . . Keep The 
Land ... HELP . . . Save TTie 
Otters . .. There Must Be An 
Easier Way to Cook Fish. 

But no one retaliated and 
the demonstration remained 
what it was intended to be — 
peaceful. 

At various times they sang 
We Shall Overcome and Give 
Peace a Chance. 

Albert Perry leaned on his 
car and admired them for a 
behavior pattern so different 
from what he has seen in Ca¬ 
lifornia. 

Although this demonstration 
and the brief picketing of the 
Black Ball ferry terminal in 
the morning were organized 
by the University of Victoria 
Alma Mater Society, some of 
the protesters were girls 15 
and 16 years old. 

They said they were there 
because they feel very strong¬ 
ly about the dangers of the 
planned nuclear blast. 

Perry works for British 
Motor Cars and he said the 
windows of his company's 
Berkeley branch have been 
broken so much during dem¬ 
onstrations that, “We just 
leave the cracks now. We 
don’t fix them anymore." 

“We were cleaning off the 
roof a while ago and we found 
four Molotov cocktails that 
hadn’t gone off when they 
were thrown. But this is so 
different, this demonstration 
here today — so peaceful." 
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As they waited, a number of 
other American visitors 

agreed. 

There was, of course, the 
other view. 

Mrs. E. J. Perez of Stock- 
ton, Calif., is an older woman, 
a little frightened of organized 
demonstrations. 

“I feel sorry for those 
kids," she says. “I really 
don't think they know what 
they're doing. Maybe they 
need a good crack on the 
head." 

But, if anybody was going 
to do the cracking, it certain¬ 
ly wasn't the Victoria police. 


Ocala Farm 
Sells Stock 

OCALA. Fla. (AP) - Ocala 
Stud Farm, which has trained 
or bred two Kentucky Derby 
winners and many other 
champion thoroughbreds, is 
selling its horses to settle 
nearly $2 million in debts. 

But farm director Joseph

One of the demonstrators took 
Steel’s picture. News pho¬ 
tographers shot pictures of 
Steel taking the demon¬ 
strator's picture. 

Finally, a tourist aimed his 
camera, taking pictures of the 
newsmen. Steel and the dem¬ 
onstrator taking pictures of 
each other. 

Steel was asked why he was 
taking pictures of the demon¬ 
strators. "It’s my hobby," he 
said, patting his camera. 

When the hour was up the 
demonstrators marched to the 
legislative buildings, lined the 
steps and listened to a couple 
of brief speeches. 

Then an unusual thing hap¬ 
pened. Someone called for a 
cheer for the Victoria police 
and the response was solid. 
The crowd was told it should 
be thankful the local police 
aren’t like some of the other 
police bodies. There was no 
showing of white helmets and 
cluba. 

The kids headed for the uni¬ 
versity to "rap" a bit about 
what they are doing, and as 
they went they left some of 
their pamphlets. The last two 
sentences on the pamphlet 
tells what their demonstration 
is all about: 

“In the event of a nuclear 
war there is no offence or 
defence: no good guy or bad 
— only dead. As such, the 
Amchltka protest is a cry for 
survival." 


It Starts in Gullet

Dear Dr. Thoeteson: My hus¬ 
band had an attack about a 
month ago that came on like a 
heart attack, with severe chest 
pains. 

He had EKGs and nothing 
showed. Then upper and lower 
GI and gall bladder x-rays. 

Our doctor says it is “re¬ 
flex esophagitis," but he still 
has chest pains when lie ex¬ 
erts himself or does a lot of 
bending. Please explain treat¬ 
ment. He is 61. — Mrs. I. N. 

Reflux (not reflex) esopha¬ 
gitis ig irritation at the lower 
end of the esophagus or gul¬ 
let — which is the passageway 
that carries food through the 
diaphragm and into the stom- 
ach. 

The specific cause is acid 
from the stomach contents 
splashing up into the esopha¬ 
gus. The stomach is designed 
to tolerate these digestive 
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acids. They belong there. But 
the esophagus, of a different 
type of tissue, is irritated if 
these juices get up there. 

Hence the spasm, cramps 
and pain. This pain can very 
closely resemble a heart at¬ 
tack. hiatal hernia or gall 
bladder attack. That’s why 
your husband had that variety 
of tests. 

Incompetence of the sphinc¬ 
ter muscle at the lower end <>f 
the esophagus can cause this

asylum in this country. It was 
immediately granted. 

British officials said h# 
brought documents with him, 
including names of the in- 
ttlligence peronnel and 
“plans for infiltration of 
agents for the purpose of sab¬ 
otage." 

Whereabouts of this officer 
was not disclosed nor would 
officials say how extensive 
was the network. But they in¬ 
dicated the information has 
significance for other coun¬ 
tries as well. 

They said it is to the benefit 
of the West that further de¬ 
tails on what the defector dis¬ 
closed should not be made 
public at this time. 

The significance of this de¬ 
fection in terms of the embar¬ 
rassment caused to the Rus¬ 
sians recalls the 1945 Canadi¬ 
an spy case — in which Soviet 
cipher clerk Igor Gouzenko 
defected with a suitcase of 
documents that bared a spy 
ring stretching from Canada 
to the United States and Bri¬ 
tain. 

The London-based opera¬ 
tion, involving large numbers 
of Rusians working inside 
the Soviet embasy, also is 
reported to include officials of 
Soviet trade delegations, em¬ 
ployees of the Soviet tourist 
agency Intourist and Aeroflot, 
the state-controlled airline. 

The foreign office called In 
Charge d’Affaires Ivan Ippo- 
lotov Friday and told him the 
mass expulsion must be com¬ 
pleted in two weeks. He was 
handed a written statement 
saying the number of Soviet 
officials in Britain and the 
proportion of them engaged in 
itelligence work had been 
causing grave concern for 
some time. 

So much spying has been 
uncovered in Britain in post¬ 
war years that cynical ob- 
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servers have often wondered 
what secrets may still exist. 
But the defector's disclosure 
of plans for infiltration "for 
the purpose of sabotage" ap¬ 
pears to add a new dimension 
to the espionage pattern. 

The foreign office said that 
from now on the Soviet com¬ 
munity entitled to diplomatic 
status will be restricted to the 
remaining 445. 

News media in Moscow 
were silent about the affair 
Friday. 

The hint that some drastic 
action was afoot came early 
in the day when London after¬ 
noon newspapers reported 
that a Soviet KGB man had 
defected and was somewhere 
in Britain. 

A highly-placed British se¬ 
curity authority later con¬ 
firmed this to the Canadian 
Press and said the man was 
proving far more valuable 
that did Soviet electronics en¬ 
gineer Anatoli Fedesoyev, 
who defected in June. 

The foreign office later 
called a briefing to disclose 
the demand for the huge ex¬ 
pulsion. It said that Douglas- 
Home wrote Gromyko in De¬ 
cember, 1970, and last month 
but received no acknowl¬ 
edgements. and “during all 
this time Soviet officials have 
continued to engage in espio¬ 
nage against this country on 
an undiminished scale." 
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The statement added that 
the British government had 
no alternative but to take the 
announced action, though it 
expressed hope that this 
wouldn't hurt Anglo-Soviet re¬ 
lations. 


While the Rusians undoubt¬ 
edly will take some retalia¬ 
tory action, there is hope 
among London Authorities 
that it won’t be on the same 
scale, since this would mean 
virtual shutdown of the Brit¬ 
ish embasy in Moscow. 


Soviet leaders have been 
warming up to a number of 
Western countries, and a 
heavy diplomatic blow 
against Britain might jar the 
Soviet campaign to improve X 
its external relations. ,

Anri if your husband is 
overweight, weight reduction 
is important since unseen fat 
in the abdomen crowds the 
organs, and puts pressure op 
stomach and sphincter muscle.

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An Unconvincing Message 


JVYOBODY EXPECTED HE WOULD take a 
t- ’ gloomy view of employment and inflation pros¬ 
pects during the coming winter, but for Prime 
Minister Trudeau to talk with buoyant confidence 
al this time is not going to reassure the nearly half 
million jobless or the breadwinner who can see his 
dollar shrinking from month to month. 

Mr. Trudeau told the nation on Thursday that 
the gross national product is increasing. All is well. 
And there will be fewer unemployed this winter 
than last. 

But only the day before, in the columns of this 
newspaper, Dr. James Gillies, dean of administra¬ 
tive studies at York University, pointed out that 
"in terms of the rate of increase in productivity 
Canada ranks among the lowest of all countries 
belonging to the Organization for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development, and indeed it is predict¬ 
ed that the rate of productivity increase in Canada 
in the 1970s will be the lowest of all member coun¬ 
tries." 

This is not exactly a contradiction of Mr. Tru¬ 
deau’s theorizing, but it puts his remarks in per¬ 
spective. For while it is perfectly possible that the 
gross national product will inereaa 
70s it will be beca 
force. 

It Is the rate of the Increase that is important. 

The economy could be compared to a plant 
that will grow naturally but will thrive With 
nourishment and cultivation. And it is these things 


I increase throughout the 
cause of the growth of the labor 


a responsible government must provide to induce 
the rate of increased productivity essential if Cana¬ 
dians are to enjoy the high standards of living to 
which they have become accustomed, and still re¬ 
main competitive in the world’s markets. 

Dr. Gillies came up with some interesting, not 
to say disturbing figures which could indicate that 
the government’s indifference to this problem is 
contagious. 

The increase in output per worker in 1968 
was 1.5 per cent, in 1969 1.3 and in 1970 about 1.1. 
By projection, and taking into account the calcula¬ 
ble rate of increase in the labor force, the standard 
of living is going to decline sharply and with it job 
opportunities. 

Measures taken by his government, says Mr. 
Trudeau, "have put the economy on a growth 
path.” He did not specify what measures. He could 
not point to any pattern of growth. 

He did concede that if "unforeseen circum¬ 
stances” change the economic outlook his govern 
ment would take special measures to bolster the 
economy. These would include the tax cuts ad¬ 
vocated immediately by the Conservatives. New 
Democrats and Creditistes alike, and increased 
government spending. 

The mystery is that Mr. Trudeau cannot ap¬ 
preciate the urgency of these measures, and that 
the longer they are delayed the greater the prob¬ 
lem will become and the more painful its solution. 


Just as Effective 


'T’HERE IS SOMETHING refreshingly old-school 
1 British about a recent demonstration in Lon¬ 
don by the commercial fishermen of Brixham over 
fears of European Economic Community mem¬ 
bership. Their concern is over retention of a protec¬ 
tive 12-mile off-shore limit they now have in the 
pursuit of their livelihood. 

By some standards the fisherfolk flubbed it. 
Their plan was to sail an armada of boats up the 
Thames to Westminster, tie up in a mass near the 
houses of Parliament, and generally impress the 
powers-that-be on the need for fishing area limita¬ 
tions. 

They’d gone to some pains in their planning, 
and had rounded up 350 of their kind to man a fleet 
of 67 boats and display banners proclaiming "Give 
away our fish and we’ve had our chips." They even 
had a protest song specially composed. 

All was going well until they realized the fixed 
masts on their fishing craft would not go under 
some of the Thames bridges, and they were sty¬ 
mied. Only one trawler was able to duck under and 
reach Westminster. So the authorities opened 
Tower Bridge and allowed another 10 of the ar¬ 
mada to join her. The remainder moored down 
river. 

The Times of London described the scene as 
"rather disorganized but good-natured." And a po¬ 
liceman was quoted as saying: "It is rather nice; 
makes a change from the punch-ups." 

And they did manage to hold some meetings 


and a march to 10 Downing Street to hand In a 
petition with 152,000 signatures. 

For some of the fishermen it meant a four-day 
trip and true adventure, visiting London town and 
seeing the sights. "Luckily wc had good weather.” 
said the fleet leader in The Times report, "because 
for some of these men it was the first time they 
had rounded Portland Bill." 

They seemed to be satisfied too with a state¬ 
ment from the minister of agriculture, fisheries 
and food stating that the government was deter¬ 
mined "to secure arrangements that will satisfac¬ 
torily safeguard the interests of the British fisher¬ 
men.” 

What a far cry from the detailed spelling out 
of plans and actions that is usually demanded of 
government from protesting groups. 

It is hardly a comparable situation, although 
there is vague similarity in the fishing boundary 
dispute that has been going on for some time be¬ 
tween Canada and the United States over jurisdic¬ 
tion in Dixon Entrance waters. There have been 
claims of harassment of Canadian fishermen by the 
United States Coast Guard, and Frank Howard, the 
NDP member for Skeena, would send in the “big 
stick" of the Canadian navy to straighten things 
out. 

Perhaps the fishermen here are a different 
breed, but how much better it would be if the dif¬ 
ferences could be talked out and a solution found 
without threats of armed interference.

Service 


R ECENTLY. a very inter¬ 
esting article appeared 
In The Province concerning 
the present volume of traffic 
on the B.C. Ferries and the 
long range view of the jxissi- 
bility of bridging the Gulf Is¬ 
land and, indeed, the Gulf of 
Georgia. 

The idea of bridges is a con¬ 
jecture for the distant future 
that would, If materialized, no 
doubt spell doom to the uni¬ 
queness between Vancouver 
Island and the mainland. The 
author of the article referred 
to aptly described the present 
ferry situation with the 
phrase "the ferries are a vic¬ 
tim of their own succes.*’ 
This is manifestly true, espe¬ 
cially during the tourist sea¬ 
son. 

The B.C. Ferries have ex¬ 
panded in the past ten years 
to meet growing travel de¬ 
mands but. as a frequent 
ferry traveller, I have often 
wondered why additional fer¬ 
ries through the night are not 
run to meet demands when 
travel is heavy. When the last 
sailings are at 10 p.m. count¬ 
less travellers who would 
otherwise travel are left wait¬ 
ing for the next day’s 7 a.m. 
sailing which might well be 
an overload, leaving them 
again stranded until a later 
sailing. 

Judging by the amount of 
travelling public who take ad¬ 
vantage of Canadian Pacific's 
overnight crossing between 
Vancouver and Nanaimo, it 
would seem a certainty that 
B.C. Ferries would sail to ad¬ 
vantage between 10 p.m. and 
7 a.m., not only with tourists 
during the season but also 
with truckers, business men 
and, from time to time, peo¬ 
ple who attend sports events 
in Vancouver. 

The hourly summer sailings 
are an efficient service hut 
when the volume of traffic 
warrants it. oflb wonders why

The Peacock No Longer Struts 


I T doesn’t show yet, but 
under the surface official 
Ottawa is close to panic as re¬ 
alization of the enormousness 
of our economic problems it 
sinking in. 

When President Nixon an- 
nounced his emergency mea¬ 
sures on Aug. 15, the Trudeau 
administration, thinned out by 
holidays, at fhst misjudged 
the severity of the shock. 
Then, after the political se¬ 
niors came home to avoid 
charges of unconcern, it felt 
confident that Canada would 
get the usual si>eclal treat¬ 
ment by way of a blanket ex¬ 
emption from the actual ap¬ 
plication of the tough Nixon 
program. 


"The Americans know.” a 
cabinet minister told me the 
day after Nixon dropjied the 
economic bombshell, "that to 
harm us would mean harming 
themselves. We are their best 
customers and they need our 
raw materials." 

A high-ranking mandarin 
was quite certain "the usual 
exemption” would lie a mere 
formality because "the two 
economies are so intertwined 
that it is in Washington's own 
interest to treat them as one 
unit." 

The gov ernment was so con¬ 
fident of getting the "usual 
exemption" for the asking 
that it did not even consider 
calling Parliament for »n 
emergency session. All would 
be settled and well before the 
Commons was due to resume 
sitting on Sept. 7 after the 
summer recess. 

It didn't work out that way. 
A ministerial delegation went 
tp Washington and came back 
empty-to linked. Washington 
was in no mood to give Cana¬ 
da the "usual exemption." 
Why? One possible explana¬ 
tion was advanced l>y Opixisi- 
tion leader Roljert Stanfield 
when he accused the Trudeau 
government of delilierately 
destroying Canada’s s|>ecial 
relations with the United 
States. 

Said Mr. Stanfield: "We 
have heard various speeches 
and statements by ministers, 
including the prime minister, 
which can only be interpreted 
in some cases as insulting at 
best and a rather unfriendly 
pulling of the eagle s tail.

"None of these statements, 
whether made in Denver or 
Moscow . . . did anything sub¬ 
stantial toward increasing Ca¬ 
nadian sovereignty in any 
way. They are simply in 
many cases gratuitously in¬ 
sulting and always unfriendly, 
which did nothing hut presum¬ 
ably inflate the egos of at 
least some of the |>eople in¬ 
volved in making these state¬ 
ments . . . 

"These statements dis¬ 
played a style of which tills 
government is so proud: a 
rather snotty and superior 
style which indicates to others 
they are not quite as good aa 
us . . a style Hist is preten-

I 
am trying to write down the 
punchlines of all the jokes I 
can remember. On one such 
occasion a real nightmare 
of a meeting — I got 76 
punchlines, my lifetime 
record.

Rockefeller Fingers 
4 Overthrow ’ Groups 


ALBANY. NY. (UPI) - 
Governor Nelson Rockefeller 
said Friday some of the 
blame for the Attica prison 
riot deaths must be placed on 
persons who "exploit legiti¬ 
mate grievances not because 
they want to correct them, 
hut because they try to use 
them for the overthrow of our 
society." 

Rockefeller, in a „ speech 
prepared for the opening of 
the New York state bar as- 
socation building, said "the 
tragedy of Attica is another 
symptom* of the deep - seated 
Nines of our society.” 

Hr said the fivp-day Attica 
rebellion in which 41 persons 
were killed is "a warning that 
we can no longer hesitate to 
diagnose and heal the truly 
fundamental problems facing 
us.” 

But he added, "There is no 
escape from facing the sad 
fact that these problems stem 
as much from the failures of 
our society and government 
as from the actions of those 
small groups which would ex¬ 
ploit legitimate grievances.” 

He added these groups wanl 
to "overthrow our society.” 

In Attica, two attorneys who 
said they represented the na¬ 
tional lawyers guild charged 


one prisoner was killed after 
surrendering when police 
stormed the prison Sept. 13. 

"At this time we have suf¬ 
ficient corroborating evidence

He said neither The Tele¬ 
gram nor the newspaper’s 
employees is hound any 
longer by the provisions of the 
contract. 


Robert Rupert. interna¬ 
tional representative of the 
GuUd. said there is no ques¬ 
tion that if Bassett had given 
notice before the contract ex¬ 
pired, he would have had to 
pay both severance and 
wages for the rest of the 16- 
week peri<*d. 

He said he would attempt to 
meel with Bassett as soon as 
possible, to discuss the layoff 
notice. 

"I don't think he can get 
away with avoiding paying 
both benefits." Rupert said. 
"I think he will have to pay 
everybody both.” 

Rupert said the layoff no 
tice does not apply to about 
100 employees who are 
member* of the pressmen's 
union or the stereotypers' 
union, whose contracts are 
still in effect. 

Sixteen weeks’ notice of 
layoff is required by the Em¬ 
ployment Standards Act of 
Ontario in cases where more 
than 500 employees are affect¬ 
ed.

The market turbulence 
forced the West German cen¬ 
tral bank (Bundesbank) to 
step in for the fourth day in a 
row to prop up the American 
currency — but only after the 
dollar sank to a record low of 
3.2990 marks. 

Several nations, including 
West Germany and Britain, 
have insisted the United 
States devalue the dollar. 


America instead has "float¬ 
ed" its currency — allowing it 
to seek its own level in trad¬ 
ing against other monies. 

The low mark- reached on 
the Frankfurt money market 
Friday represented an effec¬ 
tive 10.9 per cent devaluation 
of the dollar, despite West 
German Economics Minister 
Karl Schiller's insistence it be 
held to les than 8 per cent. 
According to reports, the U.S. 
treasury is seeking a 15 per 
cent revaluation of the mark. 


After the central bank 
stepped in. the dollar stabi¬ 
lized in Frankfurt at 3.3125 
marks, equivalent to 10.5 per 
cent devaluation. 

In London, a "very hectic 
day" dropped the dollar to 
2.4838 at one point — the low¬ 
est since November, 1967, 
when the pound sterling was 
devalued from $2.80 to $2.40. 

The dollar strengthened a 
bit in late trading and closed 
at 2.4825 to the pound.

George, 6-foot-t. 260-pound 
taekle, hit Sillye.~Woot-10, be¬ 
fore the ball reached him. 

The incident occurred in the 


dying moments of the game, 
won 26-11 by Montreal. 

"Ed George has been fined 
$50 and informed that similar 
conduct in the future will re¬ 
sult in more severe discipli¬ 
nary action.” (tie commis¬ 
sioner said. 

Montreal was penalised 
25 yards—10 for being inside 
the five-yard zone and 15 for 
unnecessary roughness. 

Gaudaur said he "judged 
the act was such that it merit¬ 
ed the maximum penalty of 25 
yards" for roughness, which 
would have meant automatic 
ejection from the game for 

George- 

The commissioner said that 
so far as he knew, it was un¬ 


precedented to fine a player 
who had not been ejected 
from a gam* and added: 

"Yes, I’m over-ruling tiie 
official who made the judg¬ 
ment," another unprecedented 
action. 

The official was Jim King 
of Montreal.

Religious Skepticism 


The present-day skepticism 
regarding religion and the 
claim that it is not rational or 
practical arises from igno¬ 
rance of the true nature of 
God. according to Christian 
Science lecturer Nell Bowles. 

"God is the causative and 
governing principle of man 
and the universe." Bowles 
told an audience In the audito¬ 
rium of First Church of Christ 
Scientist. 

"And it is lack of under¬ 
standing of this that causes 
people to regard religion as 
irrational and not relevant to 
everyday life." 

Bowles, who lives in Atlan¬ 
ta, Ga., is on a speaking tour. 
His subject was What’s Nec¬ 
essary A Is *ut Religion? 

He told his audience last 
week that the concept of God 
as divine principle is not a 
mere theory or abstraction. 

"It can be understood and 
demonstrated: the word prin¬ 
ciple implies that this is so," 
he said. 

Bowles stated that the Ten 
Commandments and Jesus’ 
Sermon on the Mount "base 
the standard" for worldwide 
commerce as well as for 
human conduct and that with¬ 
out these things there would 
be complete chaos in the 
world today. 

"The only answer to peace 
on earth and universal health 
will be found as mankind 
comes to know God." he said, 
"as the creative and govern¬ 
ing principle of man and the 
universe.” 

In the church this Sunday, 
at 9:30 and 11 a.m.. the les¬ 
son-sermon is on Reality. The 
message is: Reality needs to 
be faced up to, not escaped 
from.

Now Yapeta and other Wiru 
have been taught to read their 
own language. 

Members of the Translators 
have worked in the Territory 
of New Guinea since 1956 and 
work is in progress in 91 lan¬ 
guage groups. 

The Wycliffe team of 324 
members in New Guinea 
works out of a 500-acre base 
at Ukarumpa in the eastern 
highlands. A virtual city, the 
base has aircraft, a radio net¬ 


work. print shop, nursery, 
grade and high school, saw¬ 
mill, finance office, guest 
house and other services. 

New Guinea is only one of 
23 countries where these lin¬ 
guist* are pioneering in lan¬ 
guage analysis and scripture 
translation. 

All translators are given 
complete training in the 
science of linguistics to equip 
them to handle the languages 
they must learn before they 
can construct an alphabet and 
teach the people to read. 
More than one-half of the lan¬ 
guages spoken in the world 
today are still unwritten. The 
speakers of these languages 
number some 160 million and 
are to be found on every con¬ 
tinent. from the Laplanders of 
northern Europe to the Indi¬ 
ans of Canada and the U.S.

Record Entries Swamp Judges 
At Canadian Film Festival 


Black Market Movies 
New Italian Dilemma 


TORONTO (CP» The 
growth of the Canadian film 
industry has increased com¬ 
petition for the Canadian FUm 
Awards. This year's 23rd an¬ 
nual festival will feature a 
record 94 films. 

A spokesman for the 
awards festival, which got 
under way Friday, said there 
were so many submissions 
that for the first time all the 
films originally entered are 
not going to be shown. 

From 149 films submitted 
by their distributors, a pre¬ 
selection committee has cho¬ 
sen the 94 competing films 
and 29 films to be shown out 
of competition. Last year’s 
awards festival featured 66 
competing films, 12 of them 
features. 

Free screenings for the sec¬ 
ond consecutive year will 
allow the public to view the 
films with the international 
jury. 

The single exception is the 
feature film Rip-Off by Don 
Shebib of Toronto, whose first 
film Goin' Down The Road 
was the choice of last year’s 
judges as the best Canadian 
feature film of 1970.

The progress report — de¬ 
livered exclusively by way of 
diagram slides - was. only 
the first jihase of the study, 
Spence-Sales said. 

The report is a summary of 
the city's land resources. Its 
main feature is the division of 
the city’s central disudet into 
precincts, each of which has

The report further lists a 
“cathedral and legal pre¬ 
cinct" in the vicinity of the 
Law Courts buildings. Tliere 
Is a "retail and trade pre¬ 
cinct" consisting of tiie busi¬ 
ness core in the area of Gov¬ 
ernment and Douglas between 
Yates and Broughton. 

In addition to that, there is 
a "city hall precinct, automo¬ 
tive precinct, and an industri¬ 
al precinct." 

Tiie report noted various 
stages of obsolescence in each 
of the precincts, but Siience- 
Salcs pointed out that, in his 
opinion, no part of the city 
was "in stage of intrinsic 
decay." 

Many of the existing build¬ 
ings. he said, had a tradi¬ 
tional charm and should be 
"restored and reinvigorated 
One area where tliere was 
possibly “conclusive obsoles¬ 
cence." he said, was China¬ 
town, or certain parts thereof. 

• 'The back part ot the Chin¬ 
ese quarters are filled with 
old and dying men.’’ he said. 

Tiie most encouraging pail 
of his study, he said, was that 
much of the land in the city s 
central core is in public own¬ 
ership. belonging either to the 
city or to the provincial and 
federal government. 

Following presentation of 
his report. Spence-Sales was 
questioned by reporter*. 

He didn’t warn to comment 
the Reid controversy, but 
be did speak on the "proli¬ 
feration of banks in the down¬ 
town area." 

Banks, he said, are injuring 
the city be creating dead poc¬ 
kets in an otherwise vibrant 
shopping area. 

"Banks are tombstones and 
bankers will have to be told 
that they must adjust to the 


normal life ol a city. In tiie 
future, they may have to re¬ 
engender shopping interest." 
he said. 

Spence-Sales had another 
suggestion for the "rather 
dull" federal Customs Build¬ 
ing at the corner of Govern¬ 
ment and Wharf. 

"Why doesn't someone from 
tiie city go to Ottawa and get 
tiie lease rights for the build¬ 
ing's ground floor? It’s dead 
now: there should lie some 
naughty and Joyously In¬ 
consequential trading in that 
building." he said. 

He also recommended that 
the city "ought to threaten 
the (provinciali parliament to 
do something "about the tank'* 
farm at the Inner Harbor. 

"Who owns the bloody 
ithing? The provincial govern¬ 
ment." he said. 

The final report, he said, 
will be submitted to council at 
the beginning of December. It 
would contain recommen¬ 
dations for future develop¬ 
ment: it w-ould "lay down 
some notions, style, if >ou 
wish."

The Washington Centre re¬ 
port said that It is iiossible 
that the generation just being 

born will decide to have 
babies at a considerably more 
rapid rate than today's young 
adults. No one knows. 

Other factors make fore¬ 
casting of future trends a 
chore riddled with uncer¬ 
tainty. 

Improvement in technology 
of birth control the pill, in¬ 
trauterine devices is one 
factor. Another is the rush of 
American men to have vasec¬ 
tomies (sterilizing o|iera- 
tionsl, estimated to he num¬ 
bered al nearly 3 million by 
the end of this year. Yet to he 
reflected In the picture is the 
recent legislation authorizing 
abortion on demand In New 
York and the easing of abor¬ 
tion laws In other states. 

There also is. according to 
the Washington Centre report, 
another factor: A dramatic 
change in the attitudes of the 
emergent adult [Mipulation to¬ 
ward both conventional mar¬ 
riage and large families. This 
change appears to be reflect¬ 
ed in a dramatic rise in the 
number of adults wiio are pre¬ 
sently not married. 

There are aome effects of 
the "baby bust" already. 

The Washington Centre re¬ 
ported 

• The first major institu¬ 
tions to feel the pinch will be 
those which deal with young 
children. The toy industry al¬ 
ready has begun to suffer 
from a declining market. 

• Actual surpluses of 
classroom space are begin- 
ning to show in many elemen¬ 
tary schools. There will he 
more of them. 

• Youlh-orlented indus¬ 
tries (clothing, records, mo¬ 
torcycles and so on! can he 
expected to suffer.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Two surgeons are testing a 
technique which could put a 
major new factor Into the 
birth-control equation —■ a 
simple, surefire reversible 
sterilization operation for 
men. 

if proved effective and safe, 
tills surgery could become a 
substitute for the vasectomy 
operation, a simple procedure 
requiring about 20 minutes, 
and about $200. 

In 1970 alone 700,000 United 
States males had vasec¬ 
tomies. but if ttiey should 
want to regain fertility their 
chances of doing so are only 
about one in four. 

Tlie new technique, now un¬ 
dergoing scientific evaluation 
at George Washington Univer¬ 
sity Hospital with four volun¬ 
teers. would render a man 
sterile but leave tlie way 
clear for him to have his fer¬ 
tility restored later. 

Dr. Fletehr Derrick, chief 
of the hospital's department 
of urology, and Dr. Frederick 
Fresnilll, associate professor 
of urology, are conducting tha 
experiments. 

The procedure Involves 
blocking Che key reproductive 
canals in a man's body with 
tiny plastic plugs and then re¬ 
moving the plugs, |>erhaps 
years later. In a second 
operation. 

The first stage already has 
t»een carried out In four vol¬ 
unteers. the first of whom un¬ 
derwent surgci*y about a 
month ago. 

But the two doctors empha¬ 
sized that it remains to be 
seen whether reversibility 
with restoration of fertility 
can be achieved. 

Derrick said: 

“If the technique prove* ef¬ 
fective and suite — as it al¬ 
ready has in experiments with 
dogs - It may well prove to 
lie the first real, honest-to- 
goodness family-planning 
method involving no birth- 
control pills for the wife> no 
rhythm method ... 

"It's not designed just for 
the guy who already has up to 
six kids, and perhaps a wife 
who can't take the pill -- and 
therefore doesn’t want to have 
any more kids. 

"It's designed, for example, 
for a man who, right after 
marriage, might want to Im» 
'turned off* for awhile, but 
then lie able to come to a sur¬ 
geon maybe two years later 
and say: 'Turn me on 
again.' ”

In Victoria one of the ap¬ 
proved projects was for 
Chinese students to r u n a 
day-care centre and social 
action group. 

During a census the young¬ 
sters came across an elderly 
Chinese man who applied tor 
his old-age pension In 1961 
but had lost the papers be¬ 
fore submitting them. 

He had been afraid to go 
back, but the students were 
able to get the pension for 
him. plus one year's retro¬ 
active pension. 

Six young people from Mal- 
aspino College had arranged 
a camp for welfare children 
on Denman Island. 

"They took 60 children for 
two weeks to camp,” said 
Piecas. 

The problem was tliat the 
children had no money, so 
that all equipment had to be 
scrounged, from toothbrushes 
to sleeping bags. 

Other students worked on 
programs aa varied as Vic¬ 
toria's Old Town study and 
re-stocking rivers with fish. 

Piecas noted that in spite 
of heavy initial critlsism there 
waa now approval of many 
of the projects as results were 
aj»pearing. 

Farlier critisism. he felt 
had been out of all proportion 
to proposed expenditures. 

He pointed out that the $25 
million spent on opportunities 
for youth was only .17 per 
cent of the federal budget. 

"By the uproar about the 
proposals you would have 
thought we were talking about 
40 per cent of the budget," 
said Piecas.

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Victoria’s future develop¬ 
ment will not be left solely in 
the hands of politicians, devel¬ 
opers and city planners, a 
Victoria architect said Fri¬ 
day. 

Architects. architectural 
students and concerned citi¬ 
zens will play an important 
part in determining the con¬ 
cept according to which the 
city will grow, the architect. 
Ben Levinson told the Colo¬ 
nist. 

An indication of profes¬ 
sional involvement in the 
city's development, he said, 
was the establishment of an 
urban workshop where inter¬ 
ested citizens, could co-or¬ 
dinate their efforts. 

The workshop, established 
tinder the auspices of the Ar¬ 
chitectural Institute of B.C.’s 
Vancouver Island chapter, 
will be located on the second 
floor of a building at 1110 
Government. 

Levinson, secretary of the 
Institute's Vancouver Island 
branch, said the workshop 
Idea had grown out of the Old 
Town Study Group concept. 

The group prepared a re¬ 
port dealing with the preser¬ 
vation of Old Town, adjacent 
to the Inner Harbor, and its 
conversion into a pedestrian- 
oriented precinct. 

At the workshop. Levinson 
said, various projects related 
to Victoria's future develop- 
ment would be carried out. 

"There people can ex- 
rhange information, air 
views, put forth suggestions 
and work on them." Levinson 
said 

"One group of students 
might design a convention 
centre, another might exam¬ 
ine possible locations. Mean¬ 
while. a third group might 
study traffic patterns and how 
they would be affected by a 
convention centre.’* 


Levinson pointed out that 
none of the projects would ne¬ 
cessarily be studied for imple¬ 
mentation by the city. They 
would simply be suggestions, 
pnssiblities and hints.

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Further to my notes in Friday's col- 
umn on the winter storage of vegeta¬ 
bles, I might say that over the years I 
have had a surprising number of letters 
asking whether it Is safe to eat parsnips 
which have been left In the ground all 
winter. I don’t know how this silly su¬ 
perstition ever got started — that over¬ 
wintered parsnips turn poisonous in the 
spring — but there is absolutely nothing 
in it. 

In fact, on well-drained sandy loam 
soil, I think by far the best way to store 
parsnips is to leave them in the ground, 
pulling them as needed. Frost holds no 
terrors for the parsnip - in fact, its 
flavor and sweetness is Improved by a 
touch of frost. 

To prevent parsnips from becoming 
too big and too coarse, some gardeners 
dig them in the fall, twist off their U>|js 
then replant them upside down to check 
any further growth. This should he in a 
sjs)t close to a hard path so they can be 
gathered in wet weather without muddy 
t»n ts. 

* * * 

Mind you. you can’t leave parsnips 
in the ground in heavy, wet soil infested 
with slugs. In this case, store in slightly 
dampened peat moss, sand or sawdust 
as for carrots. 

We have an entirely different situa¬ 


tion with winter squash and pumpkins, 
as these need very much warmer and 
drier conditions than the root vegeta¬ 
bles. Given the proper storage condi¬ 
tions. pumpkins will keep for two 
months and the hard-skinned winter 
squash — Hubbard. Butternut, Acorn 
and the like — have been stored suc¬ 
cessfully for up to six months. 

W W W 

Wipe the skins with a cloth mois¬ 
tened in weak household bleach (Javex, 
Purex, Chloroxt to prevent mildew. If 
at all possible, place pumpkins and 
squash in a very warni room, 80 to 85 
degrees, for a period of two weeks; this 
curing or after-ripening adds consider¬ 
ably to their storage life. Then transfer 
to a moderately cool, dry place. 95 to 60 
degree*, and they should he up off the 
floor on shelves or racks to avoid con¬ 
tact with dampness. 

This treatment, incidentally. Is oor- 
reet for die ornamental gourds which, 
after all, are simply inedible forms of 
squash. After curing for two weeks in a 
very warm but. well ventilated place, 
coat your gourds lightly with a clear 
floor wax, or better still, with a good 
grade of auto body wax, and polish with 
a soft cloth. For my money, this is very 
much better than painting them with 
varnish or shellac, which tends to flake 
off. 


The cauliflower Is one of our most 
difficult vegetables to store, and even 
under ideal conditions. It has a storage 
life of only a few weeks. For this rea¬ 
son, I think it is best to leave them In 
the ground until the time for really 
severe frosts arrive — they can take a 
few light ground frosts. Pin a couple of 
the outer leaves together over the top of 
the curd to keep out the rain, using a 
spring clothes peg. 

Another good stunt, favored by Old 
Country gardeners, is to take out a 
spadeful of soil alongside the stem and 
on the north side of the plant. Bend the 
plant over toward U>e north and dump 
the shovelful of soil on the lower stem 
to hold the plant In a slanting position 
so the low winter sun cannot strike the 
curd. 

Examine your cauliflower plants 
every few days, cutting each one as It 
reaches prime condition, for this vege¬ 
table is quick to become overb.own and 
useless after passing its peak.

With all cauliflowers, cabbages and 
sprouts standing in the garden, it Is 
most important to remove any leaves 
which may be turning yellow, as these 
give off a horrible smell, so strong It 
can Impart a taint to the vegetables.

Political maturity Is thus 
reached when two or more 
peoples, communities or na¬ 
tions, agree to accept the in¬ 
fluence of those with whom 
they have direct relations 
without desiring to dominate 
or to be dominated. 

This attitude requires a 
feeling of inner strength, in 
addition to a profound belief 
In the vital Integrity of our 
own national culture as well 
as those of others. 

Thus, even a small nation 
can achieve peaceful, creative 
co-existence with a larger, 
more |>owerful one. Rut only 
on one condition: If both 
agree to respect the unique 
ness of the other.

In an ultimate sense, this 
may not satisfy those who be¬ 
lieve so strongly that their 
own way of life is so right, so 
good, that all other nations 
should try to accept it. 

But true democracy cannot 
be interested in the ultimate 


— it must be satisfied to find 
workable, practicable an¬ 
swers to problems which may 
never really lie completely 
solved. 

Similar "political" advice is 
useful for husbands and wives 
who have problems managing 
their own dominion. 


An interdependent partner 
to a marriage, like an inter- 
deja»ndent nation, is one who 
is strong enough to "go It 
alone" but wise enough to 
share his thinking and deci¬ 
sion-making with his most Im¬ 
mediate. most important 
neighbor his wife, or her 
husband. 

Those who forever seek to 
"go it alone" refuse to submit 
to the democratic process, ' 
and overlook the op|M>rtunitles 
for happiness inherent In 
shared thinking. 

Only democratic men and 
women, people who are capa¬ 
ble Of sharing their sovereign¬ 
ty, are likely candidates for 
good, lasting, even happy 
marriages.

He assumed from the 
bidding that the ace 
was with North, and he 
hoped that declarer, 
rather than take a finesse at trick one would look for 
some other way of making his contract. 

Declarer quite naturally went up with the ace. en¬ 
tered his hand with a heart, and drew trumps. Then he 
led a heart to the aoe and ruffed a heart. 

When the queen of hearts failed to appear, declarer 
was obliged to take the diamond finesse for his contract. 
Down two! 

Without a spade lead, declarer would have tried to 
bring down, in turn, the queen of hearts and queen of 
diamonds, and would then have taken—successfully—the 
spade finesse. 

In the other room, North-South were playing the Big 
Club, and accordingly, North Initiated his hand with one 
club, eventually arriving at seven clubs. Played "upside 
down." no load could prevent declarer from making the 
grand slam.

CTV Asks for Delay 
In Canada Content Rule 


TORONTO (CP i The 
CTV Television Network Ltd. 
has appealed to the Canadian 
Radio - Television Commission 
to delay implementing the re¬ 
quirement for 60-per-cent Ca¬ 
nadian content in Canadian 
television programming tie- 
cause of network financial 
problems. 

Murray Chercover, network 
president told the commis¬ 
sion that CTV loses about $1 
million replacing a l*JS. one- 
hour show with a Canadian 
program over a broadcast 
season.

Will Shocks 
Spur Tree? 

A British agricultural scien¬ 
tist. Dr. G. W. Millard, is try¬ 
ing to make trees grow faster 
by giving them electric 
shocks, says a BBC magazine 
item. The theory is not new: 
trees get nutrients from the 
soil which are carried up in 
the sap from the roots to the 
branches. Most of these nu¬ 
trients carry* an electric 
charge, so in theory it should 
be possible to speed up their 
travel through the tree by- 
connecting a battery to dif¬ 
ferent parts of it. 

The problem is that it is ex¬ 
traordinarily difficult to work 
out the best places for con¬ 
necting the battery. Dr. Mil¬ 
lard now thinks he has solved 
the problem.

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Bonanza: Rugged but Romantic Past

Twelve years old this month 
— and the Cartwrights a r e 
still riding high. Father Ben 
and hi* two sons, the moun¬ 
tainous Hass and curly-head 
ed Little Joe show no sign of 
slipping in the world s most 
popular TV' show, a series 
watched each week by some 
400 million people in 68 coun¬ 
tries a round the globe. 

In life, as on the screen, 
they register as one big happy- 
family. emerging from each 
adventure more loyally united 
than before. Ben projects a 
strong father image, kindly, 
thoughtful firm in contrast 
with the lax paternal manners 
of today. The boys are manly 
but respectful Ah. well, it all 
took place 100 or more years 
ago. 

Viewers are able to recon¬ 
cile this nigged but romantic 
past with the very different 
world w'e have to live in; to 
such a point that 5.000 letters 
are posted each week to the 
Cartwrights from all o)er the 
world — and every tone of 
their admirers gets art letter 
in return. What is more, the 
replies come from the famous 
Ponderosa Ranch, at Lake 
Tahoe, Nevada, so that scep¬ 
tics can dismiss neither the 
characters nor their back¬ 
ground as fictitious. 

Although, until the series 
started in 1959, the word Pon¬ 
derosa existed only as the de¬ 
scription of a certain local 
pine,; acores of Ponderosas 
now- totud the local telephone 
book. Ponderosa laundries, 
filling station and cafes trade 
on tbe name of the TV ranch 
where the Cartwrights have 
made screen history.

The show has 24 completed 
episodes in the can and ready 
for airing — the rest of televi¬ 
sion is frantically scrambling 
around trying to make air 
dates. 

Hope s career came about 
in a nice natural progression.

She 
went from modeling to com- 1 
mercials to understudy in The 
Hot Corner, a play her ex-hus¬ 
band.

That led to a Kraft Theatre 
(remember how great those 
were) and she was so stun¬ 
ning looking and such a fine 
actress that every studio in 
town offered her a contract.

One of the basic principles 
of the 4-H movement is the 
training <>f young people for 
good citizenship, which is 
combined with the Instruction 
of skills that is required in the 
various aspects of 4-H proj¬ 
ects. 

Jameson said "the inclusion 
of horse projects is a very sig¬ 
nificant development in the 
4-H program and will allow 
for more young people to be¬ 
come involved in learning by 
doing. We hoj*e the addition of 
4-H horse projects will further 
strengthen our clubs, councils 
and programs."

Defence counsel Victor Ste¬ 
phens asked both the com¬ 
plainant Gonyer and his 
brother Brian. If they had 
taken drugs the day of the in¬ 
cident and l>oth denied this. 

Pedden, in his testimony, 
said his partner interfered 
and “had no business” be¬ 
cause he (Pedden) was on 


duty and could have removed 
the offenders without incident. 

“I was surprised to see my 
partner do suoh a thing,” 
Pedden said referring to the 
cutting of Gonyer. 

Pedden added Uiat Neufeld 
“looked like there was some¬ 
thing wrong with him, I don’t 
know what." Under cross ex¬ 
amination Pedden denied that 
he had anything against Neu¬ 
feld. 

“There are no pals in busi¬ 
ness." he stated. 

He told the court: “You 


don’t know that man (Neu¬ 
feld). He loses his head and 
doesn’t know what he’s 
4ioing." 

Waiter Hector Braconnier 
said there liad been “some 
pretty rough language ex¬ 
changed” and added that 
Neufeld "sat at the table and 
took it." 

Under cross examination he 
denied that lie had been of¬ 
fered a good job at tlie hotel 
if his testimony was bene.lcial 
to Neufeld. 

Neufeld said that he had a 


glass of beer in his hand 
which lie was going to throw 
but tlie glass left his hand 
along with tlie beer. 

Stephens called Gonyer. 
“nothing but un unmitigated 
liar. He has deliberately lied 
to this court.” 

He said Pedden was an eva¬ 
sive, unco-operative and iios- 
tile witness. 

Neufeld. Stephens said, 
struck out in Hie lieat of the 
moment after absorbing 
abuse, “and tlie unfortunate 
incident occurred.” 


Defence counsel continued 
by saying that tlie court 
should not be used as a battle¬ 
ground between two partners 
in a business venture. 

Tlie crown said Neufeld liad 
instigated tlie incident and 
should lie held responsible. 

"If credibility becomes a 
consideration, T. G. Ryan 
stated," then consider why 
Neufeld chose to give his 
evidence List." 

Ryland said he noted testi¬ 
mony which indicated that 
Pedden "thought his partner 
high that night” and asked 


why did Braconnier continue 
to serve 18-year-old Gonyer 
and why was he allowed in 
the beer parlor In tJie first 
instance? 

He said he had “very 
serious doubts” about die 
o[>eratlon of tJie beer parlor. 
He called the attack "a sav¬ 
age and vicious blow,” which 
was ' unwarranted.” 

There may have been some 
provocation, tie pointed out, 
but concluded by stating: 
"The divner of a beer parlor 
is under some duty to act re¬ 
sponsibly.”

DUNCAN - Fate of the 
ambulance service in part of 
tlie Oowichan Valley Regional 
District will be decided at tlie 
polls today. 

It is no.v in tlie hands Of the 
voters to decide whether they 
want the ambulance service 
taken over by the regional 
district to guarantee the con¬ 
tinuation of the vital sendee. 

The area involved stretches 
from south of the Chemninus 
River bridge with the excep¬ 
tion of Westhold and Crofton.* 
to the Shawnigan Lake cutoff 
at Hie Trans-Canada Highway 
from Maple Bay in the 
east to Paid! in thp west. 

A total of 9.828 residents ore 
eligible to vote. Including 
4.382 in unorganized ureas 
1,800 in the city of Duncan 
and 3.646 in tlie North Co- 
wiclian municipality. 

Cost to tlie taxpayers, based 
on the present rate structure, 
will be below 50 cents per 
year. 

Spokesman for the 15 vo¬ 
lunteer ambulance drivers. 
David Munro, said: "We 
would like to see the plebis¬ 
cite passed so we can get 
down to brass tacks with the 
regional board and so wo can 
discuss the rate structure.” 

He said the drivers answer 
45 calls per month and at tlie 
present frequency it will lie u 
total 570 calls in 1971. 

Of the 15 drivers eight are 
on duty, eight are on a duly 
crew.

He said: "In addition, each 
crew of two men has at least 
one who is a qualified indus¬ 
trial first aid attendant and 
one who has a St. John's Am¬ 
bulance ticket.” 

The dispatching of the ani- 
bualnces is looked after by 
live of the drivers' wives and 
each has an ambulance phone 
in her home. 

The women have a duty 
schedule of 144 hours per 
month each. Munro said there 
arc about 12,000 people living 
in the ambulance area. Until 
recently the ambulance ser¬ 
vice had been/ administered 
by the Duncan Kiwanis Am¬ 
bulance Society for the past 
18 years. 

An emergency ward opera¬ 
tion room nurse at the Co- 
wichan District Hospltnl had 
highest praise for the men of 
the volunteer ambulance ser¬ 
vice at Duncan. 

She said: "They are won¬ 
derful. They stay around as 
long as they are needed. They 
are excellent and all tlie 
nurses feel the same way."

In recent years, sine** tape 
recordings became a popular 
fixture in cars, about 500 
tapes have been stolen each 
year in Victoria. 

So far this year. Victoria 
police disclosed Friday, 
thieves have taken 114 tape 
decks and 658-tapes almost 
all from cars — and the total 
loss is estimated at more than 
$ 20,000 

Police aren't saying they 
can stop the thefts but they 
have come up with an idea 
that could cut down the soar¬ 
ing loss total. 

People who keep tape decks 
and tapes in their cars are 
urged to do the following 

• Take stock of the 
names or all their tapes, plus 
the brand names and serial 
numbers of tape decks. 

• Put some identifying 
mark on lxith the tape deck 
Hnd the. photic eases contain¬ 
ing the tapes. 

If the items are stolen later, 
and that's becoming increas¬ 
ingly jjosible. police will then 
have a chance to make defi¬ 
nite identification when the 
tajies are found in the posses¬ 
sion of somebody else. 

Some tape owners have al¬ 
ready done this, police said, 
using black felt liens to put 
their names on decks and 
cases. But these maVks- can 
be smeared a much better 
Idea is to scratch an initial or 
some other identification sym¬ 
bol in a less-obvious part of 
the cases and decks. 

Greater Victoria police 
tried a similar appeal earlier 
this year in a bid to reduce 
ihefts of 10-speod bicycles and 
there are some indications the 
idea may lie working there. 

In the case of tapes, jiolicp 
said, the thieves have little 
difficulty selling stolen items 
•■on ihe street, in the beer 
parlors or anywhere." 

Asked where the ill-gotten 
money goes, one official re¬ 
plied "l would Pay a lot of it 
goes to narcotics " 

No figures were available 
on what percentage of stolen 
lanes and decks get back to 
their original owners but one 
policeman guessed if might be 
no more than 10 jier cenf.

In addition to that, there is 
a "city hall precinct, automo¬ 
tive precinct, and an industri¬ 
al precinct." 

Tlie report nofed various 
stages of obsolescence in each 
of file precincts, but Spence- 
Sales pointed out that. In 'Iiis 
opinion no pari of the city 
was "in stage of intrinsic 
decay." 

Many of the existing build¬ 
ings. he said, had a tradi¬ 
tional charm and should he 
"restored and reinvigorated." 

One area where there was 
possibly "conclusive obsoles¬ 
cence." lie said, was China¬ 
town. or certain parts thereof 
"The back part of the Chin¬ 
ese quarters are filled with 
old and dying men." lie said. 

Tlie most encouraging part 
of his study, he said, was that 
much of the land in the city's 
central core is in public own¬ 
ership, belonging either to the 
city or to the provincial and 
federal government. 

Following presentation of 
his report. Spence-Sales was 
questioned by reporters. 

He didn't want to comment 
on the Reid controversy, hut 
he did speak on the "proli¬ 
feration of banks in tlie down¬ 
town area." 

Banks, he said, are injuring 
the city lie creating dead |x»c- 
ket.s in an otherwise vibrant 
slumping area. 

"Banks are tombstones and 
bankers will have to be told 
that they must adjust to the 


normal lile of a city. In the 
future, they may have to re¬ 
engender shopping interest." 
he said. 

Spence-Sales had another 
suggestion for the "rather 
dull" federal Customs Build¬ 
ing at the corner of Govern¬ 
ment and Wharf. 

"Why doesn't someone from 
the city go to Ottawn and get 
the lease rights for the build¬ 
ing’s ground floor? It’s dead 
rxnv; there should tie some 
naughty and joyously in¬ 
consequential trading in that 
building.” he said. 

He also recommended that 
the city "ought to threaten 
the (provincial! parliament to 
do something "about the tank- 
farm at the Inner Harbor. 

"Who owns the bloody 
flung? The provincial govern¬ 
ment," he said. 

The final report, he said, 
will he submitted to council at 
the beginning of Decemlier. It 
would contain recommen¬ 
dations for future develop¬ 
ment; it would "lay down 
some notions, style, if you 
wish."

Policeman Handcuffed 
Before Quebec Heist 


MASCOUCHE, Que. (CP' Six bandits, 
two of them women, carried out a smooth 
combined operation at the police station and 
credit union here Friday, although one of 
them was shot by a local- resident ;ik they 
tied. 

Police said flic six drove into town Friday 
morning and split into two groups. One group 
went to the police station, hcndcuffed the ot- 
fleer on duty and ripped the telephone from 
the wall.
